Troughout the United States the teachers-training 
instituticns have made unique frogress during 
the past two decades. They have passed from 
high school and junior college rank to degree 
granting institutions. In recent years manv of these 
schools have added graduate departments, research 
divisions, and are successfally competing with our 
universities in the graduate field. 


Responding to an insistent demand from alumni, 
Central Teachers College is offering a limited num- 
ber of courses on the graduate level.

4 The Historical Museum is now housed in the balcony of the Library Building: in fact it is recog- 


; nized as a part of the library proper. Having accepted Huxley’s description—a museum is a consulta- 
1 


tive library of objects—Central College has discovered that the Teachers College is the most logical 
place for a museum of history; where teachers and other students may use this valuable material 
as the usual library is used and as the laboratory is used by the scientist. 

This valuable collection was made by the Central State Teachers College Historical Society dur- 
ing the years 1915-1919. From 1921 to the Autumn of 1931 the museum was stored in the attic of the 
Old North Tower. It was under the leadership of Professor Lucy Jeston Hampton that the Historical 


Society was organized and the Museum collected; during these seventeen years Miss Hampton has 


been faculty advisor for the Society and curator of the Museum.

TO YWCA GROUP 


Music of Early Day Title for Dis- 
cussion, 


“Music of Early Day as Portrayed 
in Church Hymns,” was discussed by 
Mr. C. B. Macklin, professor of music 
at the Y, W. C. A. meeting Thursday, 
at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. Macklin states, that as man’s 
concept of God changed so did the 
music of the church. The savage be- 
lief was, that God was a large per- 
son carrying a mallet, to whom they 
should give sacrifice. He was a God 
that was quick to anger, and*of whom 
they had much fear. The Jews )ke- 
wiso believed in a God but they did 
not offer unto him sacrifices. 

The general concept of God in the 
early duys was portrayed through 
chants and thoy resembled our tribal 
chants of today. These chants bave 


been preserved by Bach, Ambros and} 


Gregory. 

Palestina, later took up the work 
of Gregory. He believed that the ob- 
ject of music was, to lift men’s souls 
to God. Before this time chants were 
sung without harmony or meter, 
Palestina was most skillful and later 
developed a harmonizing music from 
which our hymns of today have ori- 
ginated.

SPEECH BY 
DR. McBRIEN 


Addresses League of Young Demo- 
crate Thursday Evening; “Re- 
miniscences of Bryan and Wil- 
son,” Subject. 


Dr. J. I, McBrien addressed the 
League of Young Democrats at their 
meeting, Tuesday evening in Pioneer 
hall. His subject was, “Reminiscences 
of Bryan and Wilson.” 

Professor McBrien dwelt on ideal- 
ism. In his unique style he emphasiz- 
ed the necessity of organizations for 
the study of citizenship and govern- 
ment, and urged the league to join 
him in reconsecration of William 
Jennings Bryan's great ideal, “Init- 
iative and Referendum,” “Give us an 
ideal far above that of a desire for 
any public office—an ideal that will 
prompt each and everyone of us to 
do our best to make this nation so 
good, that to be a private citizen 
of the United States of America is 
greater than to be king or queen 
of any nation on earth!” he declared. 

In reviewing Bryan’s life, character 
and carcer, from the time he was 
elected to Congress in 1890 up to 
the World War period, he quoted a 
sentence from the great  orator’s 
speech to the Democratic National 
convention at Chicago in 1896, which 
clearly brings out this ideal. “You 
shall not press down on the brow of 
the laborer the crown of thorns— 
you shall not crucify mankind upon 
a cross of gold.” 

Again to fully emphasize the need 
of education in a democratic form 
of government he gave a part of 
President Cleveland's speech to 
Princeton University students, in 
which he said, “Obviously a govern- 
ment resting upon the will and uni- 
versal suffrage of the people has 
no anchorage except in the people’s 
intelligence, while the arvantages of 
college education are by no means 
necessary to good citizenship. The 
college graduate who is found every- 
where, cannot smother his opportun- 
itles to teach his fellow countrymen, 
and influence them for good, nor 
can he hide his talents in a nap- 
kin, without betraying his trust.

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An entirely new coaching staff arrived September 1, to take charge of the athletic situation at 
Central. Introducing a system unknown to the boys of pervious years, and with a wealth of new 
material, Coach Reeds and his assistant, Taylor and Swartz, at once began work. 


The first game was played two weeks after the opening of the season with the powerful Okla- 
homa City University team. The Broncs were defeated 20 to 0. 


The Broncs showed considerable improvement the following week and beat the Moundbuilders 
of Southwestern Kansas 13 to 6. 


October 3 the West Texas Teachers seemed to be tco much for the Bronchos and defeated them

With a week’s rest and much hard work on the part of the coaches and members of the squad, 
we met the powerful aggregation from Southwestern in the first conference game of the season. The 
Savages were turned away 19 to 0. 


The following week, October 23, the squad went to Alva. The game was played at night and it 
seemed that the Bronchos could not make much headway. However, the game ended the same as it 
began O to 0. 


The Homecoming game on October 31 was a perfect game to see. The Bronchos took an early 
lead and scored twice in the first half. Then they gave the Old Grads a thrill by standing back and 
watching the Bisons from O.B.U. tie the score 13 all. In the final minutes of play the team showed 
what they were capable of doing. They took the ball from the kick-cff straight down the field and 
across the goal line. The game ended 19 to 13 in favor of the Bronze and Blue. 


November 6 the Southwestern Bulldogs were put out of the conference race on the Central field. 
Central 27, Southwetersn 0. 


The team journeyed to Tahlequah November 14 to meet the Northewestern Redmen and de- 
feated them 25 to 0 before their Homecoming crowd. 


On the home stretch to a conference championship the team was prepared to meet the East Cen~ 
tral Tigers. The Bronchos and Tigers met Thanksgiving Day at Ada. The Tigers were trampled in 
a very muddy field 9 to 0 giving the Bronchos undisputed right to thé,collegiate championship. 


Those wko made all-state were Captain Tommy Wallace, John Deerner,. Terfy'Thompscn, and 
Ben Cleveland. There was perfect cooperation on the part of every squad member,. and the dilligence 
and faithfulness with which the coaches worked is worthy ef mention in larger books than this. 
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From a standpoint of games won and lost the season of 1931-32 was only moderately successful. ; 

During the first few weeks of practice there seemed to be little difference in the apparent ability of various members cf the 
huge squad reporting. However,as the playing season got under way a squad of som2 dozen m2n outpaced the others and b:gan 
to stand out as the better prospects. This group comprised the Broncho team. :

In addition to being the high 
scoring inidividual for the season he was recognized as one of th» best guards in the confzrence. Pete never ran his total very 
high in any one game, but his consistency brought hi total up. : 

J. D. Gray was an important factor in both offense and defcnse. He was a capable center, an effective guard and alwaysa 
scoring threat. J. D. is one of the brightest prospects for next years squad. 

Louis Cornforth is a fast clever youngster—ferhaps the most effective floor man and feeder on the squad. He is also a good 
prospect for the next two seasons. ; 

Buck Wade played an important part in a number of games. He was always ready to take his turn at guard or center. 

Leo Cain proved to be a capable center, probably the best man on the tip-off on the squad. Being one of the youngsters he 
has several seasons yet.
